WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—With its

Tho deficiency tax o? 2 7 per eent 


which the taxpayer pavs increases 
each year by throe per cent until the 
fund is large enough to caro for all 
retired teachers. It is pointed out that 
if this Increase continued 
the rate 


would soon be unreasonably high. 


Each taxing district takes care of 


its own retired teachers, the tax rate 
being fixed by the state board on re- 
tirement.

TVHE exchange between Medill McCormick and Stephen

Lauzanne has at least proved that bad manners are not 


confined to any one country. 
Senator McCormick seems to 


have wanted information about European budgets. Instead of 
going up to the Congressional Library or cabling to Pans, he 
introduced a resolution ir. the Senate n«king <b<> SW«» Depart- 
ment to furnish the.desircd data, and suggested that the French 
might save some of their military appropriation to spend in 
paying their bills. This aroused M. Lauzanne, who replied 
that the French army was costing less than it did before the 
war and less than the American army now costs. 


Senator McCormick retorted with a biting cablegram ad- 


dressed to the editor of the Paris edition of the Chicago Trib- 
une, and also, one sojnehow suspects, to the Illinois taxpayers. 
"The American taxpayer," he said, "is conscious—patiently 
conscious, but still conscious—that in the measure which the 
expenditures of European governments may prevent the pay- 
ments of interest on the debt due America, he, the plain Ameri- 
can taxpayer, is paying for the military and naval establish- 
ments in Europe as well as for the interest on the internal debt 
of the European states." 
M. Lauzanne's reply, as might have been expected, is im- 


politely candid. 
By the terms of the treaty of Versailles, he 


says, Germany owes France $12,000,000,000, which she has not 
paid and "by virtue of the commercial customs of civilized 
lands" Russia owes French creditors $4,000,000,000. "So long 
as Germany and Russia do not pay us," he states, "we cannot 
pay you, and it is the American taxpayer who will bear in the 
form of taxes, the interest on the $3,000,000,000 which we owe 
you. This you cannot sufficiently oftd. repeat to him." 


These passages show what an enormously irritating thing 


the war debt can be made if the demagogues on both sides of 
the Atlantic do their worst. The American taxpayer is justly 
annoyed if he believes that the French government is wasting 
his money on military trumpery, while the Frenchman has even 
greater cause to complain if the American Senate pokes its 
inquisitive nose into such a purely domestic affair as the French 
budget. The final effect of Senator McCormick's labors for 
international understanding has yet to appear, but M. Lauzanne 
may already congratulate himself on having destroyed the 
possibility of a generous handling of the French debt by the 
present congress.

County Road System. "\Ve might clas- 
sify these roads, according 
to 
the 


traffic upon them. Into, say Class A 
Roads, Class B Roads and Class C 
Roads. We might limit the cost of 
reconstructing a Class -A Road to say 
$5000 per mile, the cost of reconstruct- 
ing a Class B Road to say $2500 per; 
mile, and the cost of reconstructing a j 
Class C Road to $1500 per mile. AVe 
might also fix the sum to be spent per 
mile for the maintenance of the roads 
of each class. My office could then! 
prepare standard plans and specifica-I 
tions for both the reconstruction and i 
maintenance of these three classes of 
roads. 
In fact, everything connected 


with the county's road work could be 
standardized and systematized.
